That it is known by Experience, 'That Meat Roaſted with Sun-Beams is ex- 
treamly unwholeſome ; witneſs ſeveral that have dy d ſuddenly after eating the 
Proviſions of the ſaid Catoptrical Victuallers ; being that the Sun-Beams taken 
inwardly, render the Humours too Hot and Aduſt, occaſion great Sweatings, 
and dry up the Rectual Moiſture, _ E . 
That Sun-Beams taken inwardly, ſhed a Malignant Influence upon the Brain, 
by their natural Tendency towards the Moon ; produce Madneſs and Deſtraction 
at the time of the Full Moon. That the conſtant uſe of fo great Quantities af 
this Inward Light, will occaſion the Growth of Quakeriſm, to the Danger of the 
Church; and Poetry, to the Danger of the State.
